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August  Monthly  Report. 

All  roads  throughout  the  Park  ,  where  water  was 
available  ,  were  sprinkled.  Small  crews  of  3  men  and 
one  team  were  stationed  at  the  sprinkler  camps  and  road 
repairs  ,  were  made  by  these  small  crews.  During  the 
month  of  August  the  travel  was  so  heavy  that  these  small 
crews  were  unable  to  keep  the  reads  in  good  condition, 
so  it  was  found  necessary  for  the  larger  crews  to  go 
over  the  roads  with  graders  and  fill  most  of  the  holes 
which  seemed  to  develop  faster  than  the  smaller  crews 
could  handle  .    Hewe*axi(ETie  small  crew  of  3  >  and  part 
of  the  time  3  men,  stationed  at  Virginia  Meadows  ,  have 
done  very  good  work  on  the  Norris  to  Canyon  road. 

At  the  Canyon  a  ^crew  of  11  men  and  4 
teams  placed  gravel  on  the  roads  w&re  needed,  and  a 
light  grader  worked  the  roads  within  a  radius  of  5  miles 
The  last  of  the  month  the  75  H.P.  tractor  with  tne 
power  grader  ,  scarifier,  att&  gas  roller,  arrived  at 
the  Canyon,  but  no  ork  wa3  done  ,  owing  to  repairs 
being  made  to  the  drive  chains,  of  the  tractor. 

The  canyon  to  Lake  road  has  been  in 
very  bad  condition  all  season,  and  yet  mor^e  work  has 
been  done  on  this  section  of  the  road  than  any  other 
in  the  ^ark.  Soft  places  keep  developing  so  that 
this  road  required  constant  work  from  the  crew  at  the 
Canyon,  the  graveling  crew  at  the  Lake,  and  the  small 
repair  crew  at  Trout  Creek. 

The  new  road  around  the  Lake  Hotel 
and  store  has  been  graded  up,  and  partly  graveled,  and 
the  fill  in  front  of  the  Lake  Hotel  has  been  widened 
and  capped  with  gravel  hauled  from  the  pit  near  Mud 
Oeyser.  The  130  H.P,  tractor  and  train  of  6  four  yard 
wagons  had  to  be  abandoned  as  a  means  of  hauling  gravel. 
A  new  pit  near  the  Lake  Hotel  was  opened,  and  part  of 
the  sand  was  screened  out  to  make  a  suitable  road  graven 
At  the  present  time  the  road  is  70$  completed.         J 

The  Dunraven  Pass  work  is  progre- 
ssing well  for  the  small  crew  employed.  One  half  mile 
of  road  through  solid  rock  was  completed  this  monch. 
One  fill  of  3500  cu.  yds.  ,  another  of  3500  cu.yds* 
and  one  of  1800  cu.  yds.  have  been  completed.
